1 OUTLINE OF PHONEMES 
1.1 Consonants 
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There is contrast in point of articulation between voiceless stops 
at alveolar and post-alveolar positions; between voiced stops and 
voiceless fricatives at pre-alveolar, alveolar, and post-alveolar 
positions; and between liquids and continuants at pre-alveolar and 
alveolar positions. 

There is contrast in manner of articulation in the pre-alveolar 
position between voiced stops, fricatives, liquids and continuants; 
in the alveolar position between voiced and voiceless stops, 
fricatives, liquids, and continuants; and in the post-alveolar 
position between voiced and voiceless stops and fricatives. 

1.2 Vowels 
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The oral vowels have contrast between high, mid, and low front 
and back tongue positions; and between front high, mid, and low 
positions; and back high, mid, and low positions. All oral vowels 
contrast with nasalized counterparts.. 



1.3 Supra- segmental Phonemes 

There is contrast between oral and nasal vowels in all vowel 
positions. Nasalization is indicated by /v/. 

Stress is contrastive and is marked by / ! / preceding the stressed 
syllable.
